On Saturday April J2th we had twelve to fifteen children 
rampaging up and down Robin Close, making a lot of noise, 
throwing stones over the walls. climbing on the garages. 

On being told about this by a lady Living in the close they 
then threw empty cans at her. To say the least this is just 
not on and we as residents do not want this sort of behavour 
or trouble come evening time or weekends when one is trying 
to relax after a week at woik. I would also like to point 
out that of the number mentioned only four or five of the 
children lived in Robin Close.

From the Church of Mngland (Anglican) point of view, the law 
of the State and of the Church is different. Bar Hill as a 
Connunity falls entirely within the ecclesiastical (Church) 
parish of Dry Drayton and until Bar Hill becores a separate 
ecclesiastical parish, al] legal matters have to be treated as 
though it were part of Dry Drayton! All very complicated - 
and hurtful to all concerned, but we hope very soon: to have 
matters sorted out.
